Oscar W. Underwood, of Alabama, swept Georgia in yester- 
day’s presidential primary, the first ever held in the state, by 
plurality of approximately 8,577 over his chief opponent in Geor- 
gia, Governor Woodrow Wilson, of New Jersey. 

Early returns from almost every Georgia county, 
following the close of the polls at 7 o'clock, forecast a complete 
Underwood victory, and as these were followed up by the official 
figures, the result estimates and predictions wer&t™ 
borne out in almost every particular. 

Official returns from a large majority of the counties, and 
‘careful estimates where the official count could not be had, show 
that Underwood carried 97 counties, with aggregate pluralities of 
16,007, while Wuilson received 44 counties, with aggregate plurali- 
ties of 7,430, giving Underwood ‘a plurality in the entire state 
of 8,577. - 

The victory went to Oscar Underwood notwithstanding the 
fact that Governor Wilson carried Fulton county by a plurality

The 
break at Torras occurred «at 5:30 
o'clock, and within two hours 300 feet 
of the 18-foot embankment had been 
carried away. <A large force of work- 
men and material were immediately 
ordered to the scene by Captain C, O. 
Sherill, chief of the United States en- 
gineers, and an effort is being made to 
check ‘the crevass® by “cribbing” the 
ends. 

A permanent crevasse at Torras 
means the inundation of the vast sugar 
cane lands along the west banks of) 
the river for.a distance of perhaps "4 
miles.

It was in knowledge of these facts and in full sense of 
its obligation to its readers that The Constitution under- 
took its first forecast in the gubernatorial primary last 
winter.

Reports were submitted to the con- 
ference showing the total membership 
to be 8,234,822, with 18,989 ministers, 
30,398 churches and 163 local confer- 
ences. Last year the church raised

tained. The total value of the church 
and parsonage property throughout 
the world was given as $216,490,437. 
The church has 360 educational instli- 
tutions with 75,000 students. 

Bishop William Burt, of Zurich, 
Switzerland, delivered the chief ad- 
dress at the opening session, describ- 
ing the progress of the church in Eu- 
rope. He called attention to Russia, 
where, he said, despite the fact that 
the government had excluded many at- 
tempts at missionary work, the Meth- 
odists had succeeded in securing a 
foothold...

How Congress Wastes Money. 

With a presidential election draw- 
ing near, we should do well to .ponder 
what Hubert Bruce Fuller has to tell 
us in his article, “How Congress Squan- 
ders Our Money,” in the May Lippin- 
cotts. This, the first of a series of 
three papers, deals with “The Extrav- 
agance of Patriotism.’ 

“There may be an honest difference 
of opinion as to the advisability of 
building expensive battleships and 
maintaining an enormous navy,” he 
Says, “but there can be no difference 
of opinion on one point: that the mon- 
ey appropriated should be so expended 
as to bring. the largest possible. re- 
sults. ‘or a dollar expended, let us 
have a dollar in value. Are we get- 
ting it? 

“We are today 
navy yards on our 
sides the navy yard at New 
on the Gulf of Mexico. . Thege 
cated at Portsmouth, Boston, 
York, Philadelphia, Washington, 
folk, Charleston, Pensacola,: and Key 
West. For the most part, these navy 
yards have come down to us from a 
former generation. They were estab- 
lished in the days of the old wooden 
sailing ships, and have been continued 
year after year at enormous cost for 
improvements. Under modern condi- 
tions, with out enormous battleships of 
the Dreadnought class, they are prac- 
tically worthless as nava] bases and 
navy yards, 

“At the time of the 
Spanish war our naval affairs were go 
shaping themselves. as to concentrate 
our naval bases at two points—New 
York and Norfolk. As the result of 
that war, the nation became afflicted 
with a naval mania. The resulting 
appropriations were not spent in‘ ac- 
cordance with naval or military neeces- 
sity, but as a matter of political ex- 
pediency. The old yards were rehabili- 
tated at enormous expense, not because 
it was either an economical or efficient 
naval policy, but because the members 
of congress representing the districts 
in which naval yards were located 
were unwilling to see them abandoned, 
even though the military interests of 
the cofintry demanded the concentra- 
tion of the yards at points haVing nat- 
ural strategic and harbor advantages. 
In order to secure the appropriations 
necessary for performing work egssen- 
tial to maintaining the navy on a foor- 
ing of efficiency, the navy department 
was obliged to perpetuate the stations 
at undesirable points. A naval sta- 
tion in a congressional district is con- 
sidered a political asset, since it 
means the loca! expenditure of govern- 
ment money, as well as desirable em- 
ployment for a large number of mn, 

“Yet with all our yards we do not 
today possess a single first-class navy 
yard or nava] base which could be of 
value in time of war—where, for ex- 
ample, we could deck more than two 
battleships at one time. In 1908 Ad- 
miral Cc. F. Goodrich recommended that 
the navy yard at Portsmouth be aban- 
doned. As long ago as 1816 a board 
of naval officers, headed by Admiral 
David D. Porter, recommended that ‘the 
naval ground at New Orleans be aban- 
doned and dispensed with.’ Twelve 
years ago Rear Admiral Endicott rec- 
ommended the abandonment of the 
Mare Island yard, Sigce that date we 
have spent more than $6,000,000 on 
that yard alone. During the entire ex- 
istence of the Mare Isiand yard they 
have been able to take but one battle- 
ship into the yard and dock it.. This 
was the Missouri, and she ran aground 
going in. Despite the folly of retain- 
ing the Portsmouth yard, we have in 
the last ten years speent $10,000,000 in

France,” presented to the United States 
by the French republic to be placed at 
the base of the Hghthouse to be dedi- 
eated at Crown Point on Lake Cham- 
plain in June in honor of the lake’s 
discoverer, Samuel de Champlain. 

Mr. Hanotaux in his address alluded 
to the importance of the evening’s 
event as marking the formal presenta- 
tion of the art work to the commig- 
sion and through them “to the world of 
friends who France has in the United 
States.”
